positors who have expressed alarm 
over the safety of their accounts and 
who called The Standard office for in# 
formation, have been informed that 
it will be some time until the officials 
will know what proportion 
of their 
accounts will be returned. 
According to the last report by the 
Finance Department, the bank 
had 
deposits of $109,299; loans, $128,953; 
capital stock, $50,000; surplus 
$10, 
000 and bills payable, $30,000. 
F. M. 
Sikes is president and R. F. 
Ander­ 
son, cashier. 
This is the thirty-sec 
ond State bank to close this year. 
A terse statement in the curtained 
doors stated: 
“This bank is

The meeting, called principally for 
the purpose of inquiring into the as­ 
sets of the Hunter company, was of 
preliminary nature and was adjourn­ 
ed until 1:30 p. m., Tuesday, Decem­ 
ber 18, when the trustee will report 
his findings as to the conditions 
of 
the Hunter property. 
At the meeting it was stated by W. 
J. Hunter, president of the land and 
development company since 1920, that 
during the year 1918, prior to 
the 
time the agricultural depression set 
in in Southeast Missouri, the concern 
made a net profit of $158,000, which, 
however, was exclusive of various de- 
velopmnet taxes. 
The taxes, he ex­ 
plained, according to the system 
of 
bookkeeping employed were credited 
to the value of the land as improve­ 


ments, so th at the 
$158,000 
cannot 
literally be taken as 
net. 
For 
the 
years 1910, ’17, ’18 and *19, H unter 
explained, the company credited it*i 
self'w ith an average profit of $100,* 
000. 
The firm was organized in 1910 by 
William H unter, president until 
his 


death in 1919, father of W. J. Hunter, 
Dr. U. P. Haw, Benton physician, the 
younger H unter and his brother. Lin 
of Caruthersville.

Klondike Gold Rush 
G 
OLD was discovered In the al­ 
luvial sand deposits along thf 
border line between American Alaska 
and the Canadian Klondike as long 
ago da 1887. For some yeara after 
that the number of miners st work in 
placer mines of that district gradual­ 
ly increased, but,. It waa not until 
1897-98 that 
the 
richest 
Klondike 
strikes were made. 
The difficulties of getting into Inte­ 
rior Alaska, where the gold lay, were 
tremendous, yet 
more than 80,000 
miners made this extremely arduous 
Journey in a period ef four years. 
The name “Klondike” came from 
the principal river of this famous 
gold-bearing area, but It was not alone 
as a wealth producer. Over an area 
of something like 800 square milee 
every creek, brook and river was a 
source of treasure and the sands ef 
every stream were carefully panned 
by the gold-hungry adventurers. 
During the brief three and a half 
months of the Arctic summer It was 
a simple matter to wash the gravel 
along the Alaskan streams, hut when 
winter set (n the miners found their 
problem one of extreme difficulty. 
Food was scarce, camps were almost 
unbearably uncomfortable, and, worst 
of all, the sand and gravel was all 
frozen so hard that a pick made little 
Impression, 
Under these difficulties 
the miners finally adopted the method 
of building huge fires on the sand st 
night. 
Awakening In the morning, 
they were able to shovel out the sand 
for a depth of a foot or so. This thsy 
loaded up in a stockpile to be washed 
when warm weather returned and 
thawed out the frozen mass of gold- 
bearing sands. 
Alaskan gold production reached a 
maximum of $22,000,000 In 1900, but 
had declined by 190« to a little more 
than a quarter of that sum. The pop­ 
ulation of Dawson City, the principal 
Klondike camp, dwindled from 10,000 
to 8,000 and then gradually sank still 
lower. 
Canadian 
estimates 
have 
placed the total gold extraction on 
both 
the 
Canadian 
and 
American 
sides of the Klondike border at ap­ 
proximately $100,000,000 in the entire 
period between 1887 and 1900.

Farm ers who are saving their 
seed or who intend to buy seed from 
sources which are not reliable or do 
not give germ ination tests are urged 
to bring or send a small sample 
to 
the County A gent’s office. 
The seed 
will be tested w ithout charge and the 
farm er notified of the result of 
the 
te s t 
In the past, a number of farm ­ 
ers have been saved time and money 
by learning before hand th at the seed 
that they intended to plant were not 
of sufficient germ ination to produce 
a stand. 
Maximum yields cannot be 
secured from inferior seed 
and even 
when ones financial condition is at the 
straining point it is good business to 
use good seed of a known germ ination 
than to take a chance planting seed 
of an inferior quslity or which 
the 
germ ination test is not known. 


three years Mr. Klein has been lim­ 
ing approxim ately 75 acres each year, 
and has had no difficulty whatever in 
grow ing the crop. 
He applies the limestone 
to 
the 
land several m onths before he plants 
the clover or alfalfa. 
This gives 
sufficient length of tim e for the lim e­ 
stone to p artly dissolve and sweeten 
the soil. 
Sometimes he spreads 
the

W ashington, December 3,—Whisky 
is flowing across the Canadian border 
into the United States in "Immense” 
quantities and the problem of check­ 
ing the flow ie still unsolvde. 
Mrs. Mabel 
W alker 
Willebramlt. 
assistant 
atorney 
general 
of 
the 
United States in charge of 
prohibi­ 
tion enforcement, 
made 
this 
frank 
statem ent in her annual report sub­ 
mitted to Congress today. 
Figures compiled by the Canadian 
lepartm ent of trade and 
commerce 
indicating that at 
least 
124,397,058 
worth of liquor, Canadian valuation, 
found its way across the bonier dur­ 
ing the year ended June 30. were sub­ 
m itted by Mrs. W illehrandt. 
At 
the 
bootleg prices quoted in the United 
States this would amount to 
about 
1100,000,000. 
Whisky shipm ents alone have 
jn- 
roased 75 per cent during the 
last 
three years. 
In 1025 these shipments 
totaled 665,800 
gallons 
valued 
at 
$10,722,088. 
In 1028 they reached the 
mazing total of 
1,169,002 
gallons, 
valued at $18383,541. 
These figures 
include only whisky imports making 
no reckoning of other alcoholic bev- 
efages. 
In theory the Canadian liquor run­ 
ner clears his cargo regularly thru 
customs, before proceeding to evade 
the United S tates customs in making 
delivery. 
It is known, however, that 
not all of the liquor smuggled across 
the border passes regularly through 
the 
Canadian 
customs. 
Thus 
the 
am ount that flowed in was greatly 
in excess of th at which the customs 
figures indicate. 
While the Canadian problem "con­ 
tinues to be unsolved”, the record of 
foreign ship seizures "would seem to 
indicate th at the 
sm uggling 
traffic 
from the high seas through the aid 
of hovering vessels 
is dim inishing”, 
Mrs. W illehrandt said. 
Seizures of domestic vessels during 
the year totaled 370 as against 320 
during the preceding year. 
Of these 
seizures, 174 or 47 per cent, 
were 
made in Florida W aters, or in 
th at 
vicinity. 
The foreign vsesels hovering with 
supplies of liquor off the coast ‘con­ 
tinue to be a source of trouble along 
the seaboards, east, west and south”. 
On domestic phases of the enforce­ 
m ent problem, Mrs. W illehrandt re­ 
ported th at 55,792 crim inal prosecu­ 
tions were instituted during the past 
year, making an increase 
of 15,020 
over the year before.

Cipe Girardeau, December 4.—E. 
M. Moore, of Benton, temporary re­ 
ceiver, was 
appointed 
trustee 
in 
charge of liquidation of the bankrupt 
Hunter Land and Development 
Co., 
at the first meeting of creditors Mon­ 
day afternoon before Harry E. Alex­ 
ander, referee in bankruptcy, at the 
Federal building. The selection was 
by unanimous consent of the 
credi­ 
tors and their representatives. 
The meeting, called principally for 
the purpose of inquiring into the as­ 
sets of the Hunter company, was of 
preliminary nature and was adjourn­ 
ed until 1:30 p. m., Tuesday, Decem­ 
ber 18, when the trustee will report 
his findings as to the conditions 
of 
the Hunter property. 
At the meeting it was stated by W. 
J. Hunter, president of the land and 
development company since 1920, that 
during the year 1918, prior to 
the 
time the agricultural depression set 
in in Southeast Missouri, the concern 
made a net profit of $158,000, which, 
however, was exclusive of various de- 
velopmnet taxes. The taxes, he ex­ 
plained, according to the system 
of 
bookkeeping employed were credited 
to the value of the land as improve­ 


ments, so that the $168,000 cannot 
literally be taken as 
net. 
For th# 
years 1918, *17, *18 and *19, Hunter 
explained, the company credited it­ 
self'with an average profit of $100,- 
000. 
The firm was organised in 1918 by 
William Hunter, president until 
his 
death in 1919, father of W. J. Hunter, 
Dr. U. P. Haw, Benton physician, the 
younger Hunter and his brother, Lin 
of Caruthersville. Since the death of 
William Hunter the 
company 
has 
been composed of Dr. Haw ami 
the 
two Hunters, W. J. as president and 
Lin as vice-president. 
The peak of the company’s indebt­ 
edness was reached in 1923, W. 
J. 
Hunter testified, when the firm had 
gross assets of $4,163,000 and liabili­ 
ties of $1,921,000. 
At that time 
it 
owned 72,000 acres of land in Scott, 
Pemiscot, 
New 
Madrid, Mississippi 
and Stoddard counties. 
On Novem­ 
ber 19, when it filed a voluntary peti­ 
tion in bankruptcy, the Hunter com­ 
pany had an indebtedess of $775,000, 
ad assets which it valued at $1,258,- 
263. 
Hunter estimated that if the com­ 
pany’s land in Pemiscot and Mississi­ 
ppi counties could be disposed of ad­ 
vantageously all debts could be paid 
and there would remain a surplus of 
$97,000. This, he explained, would be

Examined as to the land holdings 
of the company, Hunter said that the 
firm owns 2000 acres between Benton 
and M or ley, a tract referred to as the 
"home Jdace”, It having been in the 
family longest 
About 600 acres of 
this is uncultivated. Hunter said, and 
the entire tract is incumbered to the 
extent of $54 an acre, including taxes 
for 1928. In Mississippi County the 
company owns 80 acres of land with 
an indebtedness of $400, and in Pem­ 
iscot eouty it has 851 acres which it 
values at $100,000. 
It is incumbered 
approximately $26 an 
acre. 
These 
are the company’s largest holdings. 
In liquidating the company’s

sets, Hunter suggested, it may

scot County lands and advertised for 
bids in a Caruthersville newspaper, 
unaware that the Hunter 
Company 
was in bankruptcy. 
After a confer­ 
ence with other creditors the repre­ 
sentative of the mortgage company 
agreed to drop the foreclosure pro­ 
ceedings and suffer the costs. 
Handling of the 
Pemiscot county 
lands offers a problem 
which 
was 
discussed at some len&th at the cred­ 
itors’ meeting. 
It was pointed 
out 
that if the land is to be held profit­ 
ably it must be cultivated, and that 
the season for engaging tenants 
is 
almost over. 
The scarcity of 
good 
tenants who can finance themselves 
or be financed at a low cost may en­ 
danger the cultivation 
of 
the land 
next year, it was said. 
Another feature of 
the 
hearing 
was that the Board of Finance of the 
Methodist church in this area may 
find itself possessed of approximately 
540 acres of land in the vicinity of 
Delta in south Cape Girardeau coun 
ty. Originally the board made a loan 
of $10.000 on the tract and by 
the 
payment of taxes and default of in­ 
terest the past 
several 
years this 
amount has been increased to 
over 
$30,000. 
The representative of the 
board was the opinion that it might 
be well to take over the land, a pro­ 
posal to which no opposition 
was 
offered other creditors of the Hunter 
company. 
Refere Alexander, at the meeting, 
appointed W. O. Bowman of 
Cape 
Girardeau as trustee for the estate of 
W. J. Hunter, who filed a petition in 
bankruptcy at the time the Hunter 
coyipany filed. 
Bowman’s bond was

Klondike Gold Rush 
GOLD waa discovered In the al­ 
luvial aand deposits along the 
border line betweon American Alaska 
and the Canadian Klondike as long 
ago da 1887. For some years after 
that the number of miners et work In 
placer mlnee of that district gradual­ 
ly Increased, but__ It was not until 
1897-98 that the rlcheet Klondike 
strikes were made. 
The difficulties of getting Into inte­ 
rior Alaska, where the gold ley, were 
tremendous, yet more then 80,000 
miners made this extremely arduous 
journey In a period ef four years. 
The name "Klondike" came from 
the principal river ef thle famous 
gold-benrlng tree, but it was not alone 
as e wealth producer. Over an araa 
of something like 800 square miles 
every creek, brook and river was a 
source of treasure end the sands ef 
every stream were carefully penned 
by the gold-hungry adventurers. 
During the brief three end n half 
months of the Arctic rammer It was 
a simple matter to wash the gravel 
along the Aleeken streams, but when 
winter set In the miners found their 
problem one of extreme difficulty. 
Food was scarce, camps were almost 
unbearably uncomfortable, and, worst 
of all, the sand and gravel was all 
frozen so hard that a pick made little 
ImpresslOh. 
Under these difficulties 
the miners finally adopted the method 
of building huge fire« on the sand at 
night. 
Awakening In the morning, 
they were able to shovel out the sand 
for a depth of e foot or eo. This they 
loaded up In a stockpile to be washed 
when warm weather returned and 
thawed out the firosen mass of gold- 
bearing sands. 
Alaskan gold production reached a 
maximum of $22,000,000 In 1900, but 
had declined by 1906 to a little more 
than a quarter of that sum. The pop­ 
ulation of Dawson City, the principal 
Klondike camp, dwindled from 10,000 
to 8,000 and then gradually sank still 
lower. 
Canadian 
estimates 
have 
placed the total gold extraction on 
both tha Canadian and American 
•Idea of the Klondike border at ap­ 
proximately $100,000,000 In the entliu 
period between 1887 and 1908.

The seed testing service which has 
been available for the past 3 years to 
New Madrid County farmers will be 
continued again this year through the 
County Extension Agent Scott M. Ju­ 
lian. 
Farmers who are saving their 
seed or who intend to buy seed from 
sources which are not reliable or do 
not give germination tests are urged 
to bring or send a small samplet to 
the County Agent's office. The seed 
will be tested without charge and the 
farmer noticed of the result of the 
test. In the past, a number of farm­ 
ers have been saved time and money 
by learning before hand that the seed 
that they intended to plant were not 
of sufficient germination to produce 
a stand. 
Maximum yields cannot be 
secured from inferior seed and even 
when ones financial condition is at the 
straining point it is good business to 
use good seed of a known germination 
than to take a chance planting seed 
of an inferior quality or which 
the 
germination test is not known. 


three years Mr. Klein has been lim­ 
ing approximately 76 acres each year, 
and has had no difficulty whatever in 
growing the crop. 
He applies the limestone 
to 
the 
land several months before he plants 
the clover or alfalfa. This gives 
a 
sufficient length of time for the lime­ 
stone to partly dissolve and sweeten 
the'soil. Sometimes he spreads the 
limestone on a young pea crop in the 
summer and by fall planting time the 
land is sufficiently sweet to produce 
a stand. Anyone interested in the use 
of ground limestone for the growing 
of alfalfa or sweet clover, are invited 
to visit Mr. Klein’s farm to see the 
success that he is making with this 
practice. 
Other information may be 
secured from the County Agent, Scott 
M. Julian. 


J. M. Klein, a successful 
farmer 
living near Sikeston, secured a per­ 
fect stand of sweet clover by using 
ground limestone. That the stand is 
due to the application of limestone is 
made certain by a comparison of a 
check strip in the same field which 
did not receive the limestone appli­ 
cation with the rest of the field which 
did. The field has a perfect stand in 
excellent condition, while 
the check 
strip is spotted and unhealthy look­ 
ing. Mr. Klein states that before he 
began using limestone he had been 
unable to secure 
a stand of sweet 
clover or alfalfa. The stand 
would 
come up and in a few months turn 
yellow and die out. 
For the 
past 


It is time now that those farmers 
intending to plant cotton next spring 
should be

The 
Trice and Delfos are not inclined to 
make as much foilage as most variet­ 
ies ami can be used on heavy 
soils 
without delaying maturity.
